Washington, April 26.—Rear Admiral 
Sir Dudley R. 8S. de Chair, the veteran 
naval officer of Great Britain’s war 
commission to the United States, gave 
a group of Washington newspaper cor- 
respondents today a first-hand story of 
some of his experiences during the two 
years he commanded a patrol fleet 
chasing submarines. Without minimiz- 
ing the gravity of the submarine men- 
ace, he confidently predicted that it 
would be overcome. 

Admiral de Chair sketched vividly 
the long night vigils of the patrol ves- 
sels, the terrible winter storms which 
sometimes send vessels to the bottom 
without leaving a trace, the menace of 
floating mines, the hide and seek game 
between submarines and their prey and 
the ever-present tention and alarm. 

One striking story was of a trawler 
with but four men aboard, which on 
sighting a periscope nearby made full 
speed toward it. The trawler struck 
the submarine squarely amidship, slid 
up her back and came to rest there. 
The skipper shouted for a shovel, and, 
smashed in all the delicate apparatus 
by which the U-boat sees its way. The

Washington, April 27.—General de- 
bate on the army bill was concluded in 
the. house fo representatives at 2:30 
o'clock this morning and adjournment 
was taken until noon today when Rep- 
resentative Kahn, republican, for the 
administration’s conscription plan and 
Chairman Dent, of the house military 
committee, an exponent of the volun- 
teer system, will sum up. Debate un- 
der the five-minute rule will follow and 
a vote is expected late today. When ad- 
journment was taken 81 members had 
spoken in favor of the selective draft 
System and 43 members in oppo n 
to it. 


Washington, April 26.—The war army 
bill will be passed by congress before 
the present week ends, and unless lead- / 
ers in senate and house are far afield 
in their predictions it will go through 
with the selective draft feature, the 
object of bitter attack, virtually as it 
came from the war department. 

The senate definitely committed it- 
self today to a final vote on the bill 
before midnight Saturday. The house 
sitting far into the night was deter- 
mined .to vote tomorrow if possible. 
The senate is expected to put through 
the bill by a large majority’ and to 
defeat the proposed amendment at- 7 
thorizing the president to call for vol- | 
unteers by a majority of at least fif- | 
teen.

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Washington, April 26.—Conferences

“The crew of a submarine as a rule 
requires from six weeks to two months’ 
training, but the officers and other ex- 
perts require at least three months. 
There have been many reports that the 
Germans have been forced to weaken 
the personnel of the high sea fleet to 
maintain their supply of seamen, but 
of this we are uncertain. It is, how- 
ever, absolutely true, that some of the 
captured crews are nearly crazy and 
wholly sick of their job. 


“The best defense against submarines 
we have found is the armed ship, Dur- 
ing the early days they entirely veer- 
ed away from such vessels and even 
now only attack them submerged when 
it is necessary to waste a torpedo, 
which can often be dodgéd and to ex- 
pose the submarine itself to destruc- 
tion. We have found that they are 
very much disconcerted if an armed 
ship turns on them direct and tries to 
run them down. 


Night Attacks Difficult, 

“Night attacks by submarines are not 
especially to be feared as it is nearly 
as easy for a vessel to see a submarine 
as it is for a submarine to see a ves- 
sel. Usually they run on the surface 
at night, charging their batteries, and 
leave behind them a plain phosphores- 
cent wake, as does a torpedo fired at 
night. Sometimes, of course, they

London, April 26.—The British of- 
ficial communication, issued this eve- 
ning, says:

U-BOAT MENACE GRAVE, 
SAYS BRITISH EXPERT 


London, April 26.—A grave warning 
that the submarine menace may be an 
important factor in deciding the out- 
come of the war was sounded today 
by Sir Albert Stanley, president of the 
British Board of Trade. Addressing & 
luncheon of business men Sir Albert 
said: 

“We have not yet found a way of 
dealing with the submarine as to re- 
move the danger of their being. an 
enormously important factor in deter- 
mining the outcome of the war. The 
effect of the submarine war upon the 
existence of the British empire is sim- 
ply this—that we cannot euntinue to 
bring into this country all the supplies

“The entrance of the United States 
into the war will have a far-reaching 
effect on the ultimate result. The Unit- 
ed States will be quick to realize the 
serious position of shipping as the re- 
sult of the submarine war. She will 
turn out ships so rapidly that for eVv- 
ery vessel sunk by the Germans an- 
other will be floated upon the seas. 

“Our courage and perseverance will 
be tested to the utmost before suc- 
cess comes and I have no doubt we will 
overcome all obstacles.” 


GERMANS WITHHOLDING 


Copenhagen, April 26.—(Via London.) 
The protests of a socialist representa- 
tive in the reichstag committee yester- 
day called attention for the first time 
to the fact that German newspapers 
must now submit to a preliminary cen- 
sorship before being permitted to leave 
the country. For some time the radi- 
cal socialist newspapers have been 
markedly behind other publications in 
the time for their delivery.

A telegram received here from Riga 
indicates that the Germans are con- 
tinuing unremittingly their attempts 
to parley with the Russian soldiers, 
At one. place the Germans displayed a 
placard on which was written: “Rus- 
sians, do not attack. We also will not 
attack.”’ 

On many sectors of the Minsk front 
in the last few days the Germans have 
not fired a shot, evidently basing fond 
hopes of the result of the Russian sol- 
diers’ conference at Minsk. Aeroplanes 
have dropped proclamations which al- 
lege there is a popular movement in 
Germany in favor. of a cessation of the 
war and propose the initiation of peace 
negotiations mutually on honorable 
conditions. 

Dispatches from Kiev report that ar- 
rivals from the front are recounting 
many instances of parties of Germans 
and Austrians carrying red and white 
flags, striving to reach the Russian 
trenches, despite Russian fire.

BRITISH ARMY SUFFERS 
FROM PETTY THIEVERY 


Annual Loss Through Pilfer- 
ing of Stores Placed at 
$25,000,000. 


London, April 10.—(Correspondence 
of the Associated Press.)—The annual 
loss to the British army through petty 
thievery and pilfering of stores and 
supplies has been estimated at $25,- 
000,000. Some account of the manner in 
which this huge sum disappears is giv- 
en by the auditor general of army ac- 
counts. 

The supervision of the auditor gen- 
eral does not extend to cases in which 
waste has occurred through carrying 


out some approved policy. He is con- 
cerned only to point to the leakages 
which occur in matters carried out 
contrary to or without proper sanc- 
tion. He is therefore touching only 
the fringe of war office waste, but 
the cases he cites cover a wide field. 

The Thirty-sixth division ammuni- 
tion column had a lot of mules picket- 
ed at Bordon camp in soil that was 
too sandy to hold the picketing gear. 
One night the mules broke loose, and 
$5,000 worth of mules 'were never re- 
covered. 

A lot of horses mysteriously disap- 
peared at Abbassia, leaving a deficit 
of $30,000. A civilian foreman at Rom- 
sey carelessly gave thirteen horses an 
overdose of sulphur, and the horses 
died—loss, $4,000. 

Pistols worth $1,750 were lost on the 
way to Egypt.

TURKEY SEVERS RELATIONS. 


Without creating hardly more than a 
ripple of interest in this country, Turkey has 
followed Austria-Hungary’s lead and formally 
severed diplomatic relations with the United 
States. 

It was to be expected, and it is well. The 
action, in reality, is of so little importance 
in its effect upon the general situation that 
it might well pass unnoticed but for the fact 
that we should duly record it simply to keep 
the record straight.

“Boris Godunoff,”’ which is the opera to 
be presented by the Metropolitan Opera com- 
pany at the Auditorium-Armory Friday eve- 
ning, is a story of Russia in the sixteenth 
century. Boris Godunoff was a usurper. His 
predecessor, a feeble-minded czar, has. ap- 
pointed him administrator of affairs of state, 
and Boris’ appetitie was so wetted for more 
power that he caused the death of Dimitri— 
the legitimate heir of the throne—the only 
obstacle to his ambition. The feeble-minded 
czar dies and the opera opens with a chorus 
of the people imploring that Boris shall be 
crowned in his place. Perhaps their en- 
treaties were made because Boris has shown 
more leniency than some other rulers had 
towards them—perhaps only because they 
were accustomed to him and feared some- 
thing worse; but their appeals were not in 
vain, and the usurper, in one of the most 
gorgweous scenes ever put on the operatic 
Stage, passes from one cathedral to another 
in Moscow, amidst the clanging of bells and 
the singing of the “Gloria” with tremendous 
enthusiasm by the immense crowds, to his 
coronation. 

Meanwhile, a short scene has been inter- 
polated between these two choral ones, a 
scene which foretells the. Nemesis that will 
come to Boris. In a cell sits a pious old 
monk reading the story of the mysterious 
disappearance of Dimitri. A young monk 
lies on a couch half asleep, but when the old 
monk says to him: “He would now be your 
age and would be czar today,” the young 
monk springs to his feet and decides to im- 
personate the missing Dimitri. But though 
he has his followers, his intrigues are not 
all successful, and his arrest is ordered. He 
takes refuge in an inn on the frontier, whith- 
er two vagabond monks have also come to 
imbibe more vodka or other inebriating Rus- 
Sian drinks. When the officers enter with 
a written order of arrest which they cannot 
read the young monk, Gregory, otherwise 
the false Dimitri, offers to read it for them. 


Warlam, the more disreputable of the two 
vagabond monks, is in a drunken sleep with 
his head resting on the flagon he has drained. 
The false Dimitri makes the written rescrip- 
tion apply to Warlam and. not to himself. 
The officers seize Warlam, who in turn and 
in great indignation grabs the paper and 
exposes the fraud Dimitri would perpetrate. 
But the imposter escapes after knocking 
Warlam down, leaving him struggling im- 
potently on the floor. This is the one strong 
touch of humor in this weird story. 

An interior of the Kremlin shows a do- 
mestic scene between Boris’ children and 
their nurse, and later with their father, The 
music here is tender, showing Boris at his 
best; he is a loving parent, not a schemer. 
But Schouisky enters, telling Boris that the 
plots are thickening against him. The chil- 
dren have vanished from the room. Schou- 
isky’s warning is disregarded and he is ban- 
ished also. Boris grows more and more 
gloomy: he thinks he sees the ghost of the 
murdered boy, and while he is probably agi- 
tated more by the fear of being found out 
than by remorse, he shrieks aloud in his an- 
guish, and in a scene of tremendous power 
almost goes insane in his despair. This 15 
the climax of the story and one of the strong- 
est and most effective scenes ever enacted 
on the operatic stage. 

Strength of Music. 

The strength of both music and action 
here is followed by the bewildering beauty 
of a moonlight garden scene, where Dimitri 
and his lady lave, Marina, have a meeting. 
It is the only love scene in the opera. To 
most brilliant music a crowd of dancers sing 
and finally disappear, leaving the lovers to 
express their passion in music of extraordi- 
nary fervor. 

Again the scene changes and the Russian 
people are gathered in the snow in one of 
their most unhappy moods. 
fallen -into their hands and they beat him 
unmercifully. They know neither justice nor 
pity—only revenge—-and they vent their fe- 
rocity even as cruelly as has been vented on 
them. In the increasing storm Dimitri en- 
ters on horseback, passes on through the for- 
est, the crowd following him and melting

knows instinctively that Moussorgsky could 
never have written such music or depicted 
such scenes unless he had lived the life of 
the Russian people and had sympathized with 
their miseries. 

The opera ends with the death of Boris. 
Fear and remorse have at last killed him. The 
last words of the dying man are: “Behold 
your czar,” as he pushed his frantic son 
toward the assemblage in the senate cham- 
ber. Again the crowd sings, but it is a 
dirge and not a “gloria,” again the bells 
clang, but it is for a death and not for a coro- 
nation. 


NOTHING NEW ABOUT NEURITIS. 
It will be a dreadful blow to a great many 
misguided gormands to learn that there is 
no connection between gas and gastritis, and 


an equal disappointment to a number of vic- 


tims of referred or toxemic pains to dis- 
cover that there is nothing new about neu- 
ritis, There is probably some satisfaction in 
the notion that when you feel the “pressure 
of that gas’’ you have gastritis, even if your 
stomach is doing as well as could be expected 
for an overworked organ. 

Neuritis is inflammation of one or several 
nerves. When you have it you have it for 
months on end, not just occasional twinges or 
attacks in spare moments. The only way a 
doctor can determine whether neuritis is 
present is by the signs he notes on examina- 
tion. The pain conyplained of by the patient 


is not characteristic. The signs upon which 
the diagnosis of neuritis depends are: (1) 
Marked weakness or partial paralysis of the 
muscles supplied by the affected nerve; (2) 
atrophy or wasting of those muscles in the 
course of a few weeks; (38) atrophy of the 
skin covering the affected muscles—the skin 
becomes thin, shiny, blue and slow to heal 
when blistered or irritated; (4) characteristic 
change in the reaction of the affected mus- 
cles to the electric current; (5) tenderness to 
pressure upon the affected nerve by the fin- 
ger of the examiner, and (6) prolonged dura- 
tion of the pain, which is worse at times, but 
nevertheless constant over a period of many 
weeks. 

Causes of neuritis are injury by pressure 
or blows; involvement of the affected nerve 
by a septic or inflammatory process in its vi- 
cinity; damage of the nerve by poisons cir- 
culating in the blood—such as lead, arsenic, 
alcohol, and poisons developed in the intes- 
tine in cases of autointoxication; an infection 
of the nerve sheathe by germs produced in 
some latent or neglected septic focus about 
the teeth, tonsils or elsewhere. 

In the way of treatment, the first prin- 
ciple is absolute rest, meaning plaster cast 
or splint rest of the affected part or bed rest 
for the patient, for a period of several weeks. 
The particular cause should be determined 
and attacked. Heat is always grateful. No 
particular drug is helpful, though medicines 
prescribed to meet the individual indications 
xive a great deal of relief. After the acute 
stage has passed massage, passive manipu- 
lations of the joints to prevent contracture 
and stiffness, and electricity are usually ben- 
eticial.

Captain G. V. Heidt, postoffice building, At- 
lanta, Ga; Lieutenant O. O. Ellis, Georgia 
Military academy, College Park, Ga. 

These officers have received instructions 
and will give information to all persons who 
should visit them. (They will probably 
not have the time to answer letters.) In 
view of the short space of time, this asso- 
ciation, which is composed of men who have 
attended military training camps, have ap- 
pointed Edward D. Clarkson, ‘empire: build- 
ing, Atlanta, Ga., as their representative 
in your neighborhood, who will gladly see or 
furnish information to all applicants and 
facilitate in every way he can, desirable 
applicants obtaining permission to go to the 
camps. 

There is no difficulty in some of the large 
northern cities, such as New York, Boston,

Twen- 
ty-five hundred men are needed from 
the three states named above and they 
should be furnished by May 7. If the 
number is not raised in time, i is prob- 
able that the overflow from the train- 
ing camps in the north and east will be 
sent south, which will mean that nortli- 
ern and eastern men will be officering 
Georgians when the conscript or volun- 
teer armies are raised. In New York 
city 6,000 men applied for entrance to 
the camps on the first day; in Boston 
the applicants numbered 4,000 in one

in Atlanta the first day’s applicants 
numbered hardly 100. 

Yesterday a number of young men 
from northern universities, among 
them graduates of Harvard and Yale, 
arrived in Atlanta for the purpose of 
making application through Mr, Clark- 
son for entrance to Fort MoPherson. 
These young men state that on account 
of the overwhelming number of appli- 
cants for training in New York and 
Boston, many other young men from 
these cities will doubtless come to At- 
lanta on their own responsibility with- 
in the next few days for enrollment at 
the local camp. It appears that the 
news has got abroad in the north and 
east that southern young men are not 
showing great enthusiasm over the 
training camp scheme and as the 
chances for enrollment here are _ so 
much greater than in the north, the 
youth of other sections is now making 
its way south. 

Arrangements have now been made 
whereby the government will furnish 
not only subsistence and lodging to the 
members of the camp at Fort McPher- 
son, but uniforms as well. Thus men 
enrolling now will be under no expense 
excep’ minor personal ones during their 
course of training. 

It is understood that the entire senior 
class of Georgia Tech will shortly ap- 

ly in a body at Mr. Clarkson's office 
or the preliminary papers necessary 
to admission to ¢he McPherson camp. 
Other educational institutions will also 
be largely represented.

Command of Sea Passing Into 
Hands of U-Boats, Says 
Daily Mail. | 


London, April 27.—The newspapers 
this morning editorially criticise the 
admiralty ,for the losses to shipping 
last week, knowledge of which was 
gained through the usual weekly state- 
ment issued by the admiralty Wed- 
nesday night. 

“In war nothing counts but suc- 
cess," says The Daily Mail. “An ad- 
miralty board which allows U-boats 
to sink fifty-five British ships in a 
week need expect no gratitude. | We 
expect it to sink submarines and ‘to 


begin sinking them now. Command of 
the sea is passing into the hands of 
the U-boats and ir the sea lords per- 
mit this to continue they need not ex- 
pect the country to accept any ex- 
cuses.”” 

The Daily News says: “Failure of 
the admiralty to cope with the tre- 
mendous task thrust upon it is a mere 
fact, undenied by any one. Possibly 
nobody would have done better than 
Sir Edward Carson (first lord of the 
admiralty), but Sir Edward has failed. 
It is conceivable that no other admin- 
istrative order than that which rules 
within the admiralty would have suc- 
ceeded, but that order has failed.” 

It seems that, regrettable as it is, 
last week’s official report on shipping 
losses has proved more effective than 
any number of official exhortations 
in impressing the public with the 
gravity of the food _ situation and 
thereby smoothing the government's 
path for adopting needful measures. 
Although Lord Devonport, the food 
controlier, in his speech Wednesday 
intimated that the public would be 
given another chance voluntarily to 
ration themselves, little doubt now ig 
felt that a few weeks will see the 
actual putting into operation a ration- 
ing scheme which it is expected will 
be worked through the county § and 
borough councils. 


Teuton Position Won 
By British Bayonets 
Without Single Shot 


From a Staff Correspondent of the 
Associated Press With the British 
Armies in France, April 26.—(Via Lon- 
don.)—Despite all the wondrous war 


weapons modern science has created, 
the , steel of the bayonet has as- 
sert itself anew in much of the re- 
cent bitter fighting as the arm of last 
appeal. As already related the strug- 
gies about Monchy-le-Preux since Mon- 
day have attained an intensity un- 
equalled by any of the fighting in the 
Somme campaign last year. 

There was one German position north 
of the town and paralleling the Scarpe 
river, which resisted four desperate at- 
tacks. It was finally decided to take 
this position at the point of the bayo- 
net without a shot of any kind being 
fired to rob the attack of its surprise 
nature. The attack was made along a 
three-quarters-of-a-mile front under 
cover of darkness. 


Command Given in Whisper. 


The British battalions were formed 
in comparatively close order and at the 
whispered word of command, repeated 
along the line, trudged forward into the 
night. Grim and silent figures, they 
were, some in kilts, some in plain 
khaki, each man wearing a steel hel- 
met, each paving a firm grip of his 
rifle with fixed bayonet. the polished 
surface of which, however, caught no 
refiecting glint in the enveloping dark- 
ness. 

Overhead shells were Sroppen and 
back of the lines guns could be Geard. 
But it was only a desultory bombard- 
ment going on and there were fleeting 
intervals of strange quiet just where 
the determined line of British troops 
was approaching their unsuspecting 
gray-clad foes. 

Four umsuccessful daylight assaults 
had left a touch of chagrin which was 
to be wiped out in this “getting” of a 
man. There is little more to tell. The 
sound of the fighting in the trenches 
was lost in the British barrage which 
closed down some distance behind the 
German position immediately the Brit- 
ish signalled they had entered the po- 
sition. This barrage cut off any Ger- 
man who attempted to flee from the 
bayonet charge. 

Thus, in ten minutes with the silent 
bayonet was secured a position which 
had held out for two days. 

Used on Machine Gunners. 

The bayonet also has come in ef- 
fectively in dealing with the ever- 
troublesome machine gun and gunners. 
A few brave men, stealing out in the 
night, have been able to accomplish 
much. 

Several British battalions have re- 
ported in the last few days that the 
Germans are again employing the old 
“kamerad”’ ruse, suddenly standing up 
in the shallow trenches and holding 
up their hands and shouting across to 
their opponents that they would sur- 
render. Two battalions believing the 
sincerity of this proposal, started 
across to bring in the prisoners, but 
were immediately attacked. 

Incidents like this have helped ma- 
terially to give the element of bitter- 
ness to the fighting to a degree which 
has startled even those men who have 
been in the battles since the first Ger- 
man rush through Belgium. 

The British have given unceasing at- 
tention to the bayonet fighting drill 
in the past two years, The months of 
training in England has been supple- 
mented*® by post-graduate courses in 
the great training camps in France 
and continued as the untts passed down 
through the corps into divisions, bri- 
gades and battalions. The night be- 
fore the Arras attack some sergeants 
could be heard giving their platoons 
last instructions. One of these groups 
formed a curious picture in the moon- 
light where all the air was electric 
with preparations for the coming 
clash at dawn.

AUSTRIAN PARLIAMENT 
WILL CONVENE MAY 30 


Vienna, April 26.—(Via London.)— 
Official announcement was made here 
today that the Austrian government 
had decided to convoke parliament for 
| May 30 to deal with questions of food 
supply and with “economic, social and 
financial problems.” 

In announcing the’ convocation of 
parliament the newspaper states that 
the government adhere to its aims, es- 
pecially in regard to the regulation of 
language and the introduction of cor- 
responding administrative institutions, 
so far as this is necessary. 

Regarding the language regulation 

the government of Bohemia, for the 
purposé of establishing securely the 
basis of this regulation, “will avail 
itself of the counsel and collaboration 
of tried men in order subdsequently to 
be able to take necessary measures.” 
. “Regarding Galicia,” the announce. 
ment continues, “the government will 
exert itself to carry out the imperial 
rescript and at the same time will 
strive for a reapproachment with the 
Poles and Ruthenians,”

been in session since ‘before the war.

his assailant. 
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MENICO WARNS GERMANS 


AWAY FROM THE BORDER 


Any Concéiiivation of Teutons 
Near Line Will Be Cause 
for Arrests. 


Washington, April 26.—Official ad- 
vices to .the. state. department today 
said the Mexican government had 
warned Germans in Mexico that any 
concentration of Germans near: the 
American border. will be followed im- 
mediately by their arrest. 

In conveying this notice the Mexican 
authorities explained that they could 
do no less in view of the fact that a 
state of war existed between Germany 
and the United States. 

Officials of the American government 
were gratified by this first practical 
manifestation of Mexico’s proclaimed 
neutrality. Suggestions that her proc- 
lamation of neutrality as only a ‘thin 
covering for a more friendly feeling 


for Germany, never have been accepted 
by the American government, but 
knowledge of the instructions of the 
German foreign office to. Minister Eck- 
hardt in Mexico City to do what he 
could to secure Mexico as an ally in the 
event of war with the United States 
has caused all developments in Mexi- 
co_to be watched carefully. 

President Carranza’s recent decree 
providing a heavier export tax on oil 
and its derivatives has not been con- 
strued by the state department as an 
intentional blow at Great Britain, but 
merely what the Mexican government 
calls it, a measure.to raise much need- 
ed money. 


To Maintain Neutrality. 

Mexico City, April 26.—General Al- 
varo Obregon, minister of war, today 
issued a statement in which he de- 
clared that Mexico would maintain neu- 
trality in the world war and that overt 
acts by foreigners to violate neutral- 
ity, would be punished. 

Regarding the arrival of Germans in 
Mexico, General Obregon said these 
were quite natural as under present 
conditions, with ‘Cuba and Canada at 
war with Germany and the Atlantic 
sealed to Germans, their most available 
refuge was Mexico. He added, how- 
ever, that the number of Germans ar- 
riving in Mexico had been greatly ex- 
aggerated. None of the recent arrivals, 
he said, had been received in the Mexi- 
can army. 

General Obregon laughed when refer- 
ence was made to reports received 
from the United States concerning his 
intimacy with Heinrich von Eckhardt, 
the German minister. He intimated 
that his social relations with Henry P. 
Fletcher, the American ambassador, had 
been far more extensive than those with 
the German minister. 

Carranza Elected. 

The chamber of deputies, constitut- 
ing the electoral college, after a can- 
vass of the vote in e recent presi- 
dential election, today returned its for- 
mal report, which declared that Venu- 
stiano Carranza had been elected pres- 
ident of the republic by an overwhelm- 
ing majority. 

he number of votes cast for General 
Carranza was 797,305. Pablo Gonzales 
had the next highest number of votes, 
trang General Alvaro Obregon was 
third. ° 

The German minister, Heinrich. von 
Eckhardt, issued a statement today, 
saying he heartily approved of portions 
of the recent declarations made by the 
American ambassador, Henry P. Fletch- 
er, tn referring to Mexico’s attitude as 
a neutral. There was no reason why he 
contended, a nation like Mexico, free 
and independent, should not be success- 
ful in maintaining neutrality and no 
reason existed. in his opinion, which 
should induce Mexico to enter the war 

When questioned with reference to 
the incident at the opening of the Mexi- 
can congress, when he was cheered by 
the crowd, Herr von Eckhardt said he 
did not seek any sort of demonstration, 
either in favor of Germany or himself, 
such as was extended at the chamber 
of deputies, adding ‘because when we 
are the most tranquil we have the least 
cause to desire to create difficulties.”

A PERIL TO MATION 


Howard E. Coffin, of Defense 
Board, Sees Grave Danger 
in Indiscriminate 
Economy. 


MIGHT UPSET BUSINESS 


Warning Contained in First State- 
ment Issued by the Public In- 
formation Committee. 


(Special to New York Times.) 

WASHINGTON, April 19.—Howardad 

E. Coffin, member of. the advisory 
commission of the Council of Nation- 
al Defense, issued a warning to the 
country today against indiscriminate 
economy, calling attention to the 
need for continued prosperity as well 
as for the elimination of waste. In 
an interview given out today by 
the newly organized committee on 
public information, the first state- 
ment which the committee has is- 
sued, following a trip through the 
west, Mr. Coffin expressed the fear 
that the country might be injured 
in a hysterical wave of misguided 
patriotism. 
“After nearly three years of refus- 
al to take the European war and its 
lessons seriously,” he said, “we sud- 
denly launched forth in a most fe- 
verish activity to save the country 
overnight. Patriotic organizations, 
almost without number, are milling 
around, noisily, and, while inten- 
tions are good, the results are often 
far from practical. Because of an 
impending and possible shortage of 
foodstuffs we have hysterical de- 
mands for economy in every line of 
human endeavor. Waste is bad, but 
an indiscriminating economy is 
worse. 

“Some states and municipalities 
are stopping road building and oth- 
er public work. General business is 
being slowed down because of the 
emotional response of the trading 
public to these misguided campaigns 
for economy; savings are being with- 
drawn from the banks; reports show 
that some people have begun to 
hoard food supplies, and thousand: 
of workers are being thrown need- 
lessly out of employment. All this 
is wrong. Unemployment and closed 
factories brought about by fitful and 
ill-advised campaigns for public and 
private economy, will prove a verita- 
ble foundation of quicksand for the 
serious work we have at hand. It 
is true that the president has said 
that this is a time to correct our 
habits of wastefulness. Certainly' 
Put the keynote of his message to 
the people was this paragraph: 

“It is evident to every thinking 
man that our industries, on the farm, 
inthe shipyards, in the mines, in the 
factories, must be made more pro- 
lific and more efficient.’ 

Need Prosperity in War. 

“We need prosperity in war time 
even more, than when we are at 
peace. Business depressions are al- 
ways bad, but doubly so when we 
have a fight on our hands. The dec- 
laration of war can have no real evii 


effect on business. What bad effects — 


are apparent are purely psychologic 
and largely of our own foolish mak- 
ing, for our markets are the same 
in April that they were in March. 
We need more business, not less. 
There is real danger in hysteria. 
Indiscriminate economy will be ruin- 
ous. Now is the time to open the 
throttle. 

“Every day the advisory commis- 
sion of the council of-.nationa] de- 
fense receives offers of service from 
business firms and individuals, with 
requests for immediate information 
as to how this service may best be 
rendered. Now and then great dis- 
satisfaction with the governmental 
departments is expressed because in- 
stant advantage is not taken of such 
offers. Many firms are hesitating 
to close ordinary business contracts 
because of a desire to hold capacity 
open to meet possible early - 
ment need. 7 

“This spirit and this willingness to 
meet sacrifice and even financial 
loss, in the government service, is a 
most encouraging tribute to Ameri- 
can patriotism.

Order Issued to Railroads by 
Council of National 
Defense. 


Washington, April 26.—Orders direct- 
ing the country’s railroads to give 
coal and iron ore preference over all 
other traffic were issued today by the 
@eneral railroad board of the council 
of national defense, formed here two 
weeks ago by railroad heads to op- 
erate American railway lines as one 
continental system during the war. 

In announcing its first important 
move since organizing the board de- 
Clared the welfare and safety of the 
nation depended on adequate supplies 
ofc and iron and that evasion of 
the order would call for the strictest 
disciplinary measures. Railroad pres- 
idents will be charged personally with 
responsibility for carrying the orders 
into effect. 

New emergency car service rules, 
drawn by the American Railway asso- 
clation’s car service commission and 
made public today in connection with 
the board order require that coal and 
ore cars when emptied must be sent 
loaded or empty directly to or in the 
general direction of home roads. For- 
eign box cars also must be sent, loaded 
{f practicable, in the direction of home 
roade. 

The general railroad board, or exec- 
utive committee, comprises five mem- 
bers with Fairfax Harrison, president 
of the Southern railway, at its head. 


Announcement of Board. 


The announcement said in part: 

“The supreme purpose of the rail- 
roads is to see that on every day of 
the week the greatest possible amount 
of coal and iron ore is handled by 
their lines, and the executive commit- 
tee is confident that the response of 
the carriers to the order of today will 
be immediate and will evidence a com- 
plete desire on their part to do every- 
thing in their power to aid in the na- 
tion's defense. 

“The action of the executive commit- 
tee today .. . follows their plete 
of April 11 to the government and the

In its order to the railroads’ the 
board says it has investigated the sit- 
vation carefully and adds:

“The facts ascertained by the exec- 
utive committee have established the 
conclusion that the national situation 
and the welfare of the country make 
it imperative that every energy of the 

lroadsa must now be continuously 
exerted to move daily the maximum 
of coal and iron ore in preference to 
all other commodities.”’

um and into France, thousands of the 
nhabitants fied before it, leaving their 
preperty to the mercy of the invader. 

e tide was stemmed and made to 
ebb, but in its backward rush still 
more material damage was done, and 
now, after two years and more of 
trench warfare, the country behind the 
British lines consists of a broad belt 
of blackened and pitted fields, shattered 
woods and damaged buildings, where 
once lay a region of agricultural peace 
and plenty. 

Yet it is surprising to find, amid all 
this apparent ruin, that the population 
is enjoying a prosperity as great, and 
im many cases, greater, than in peace 
times.

Another very profitable occupation 
in the war zone is lace-making. The 
women behind the northern part of the 
line make lace as good as can be 
bought aywhere in the world. It can 
be obtained either in length for trim- 
ming purposes or made up in the form 
of dainty handkerchiefs, caps or aprons. 
All day they work at the windows of 
their cottages, old women and young 
girls, heedless of the guns which often 
thunder around them. The laces are 
eagerly bought by British soldiers 
mindful of their women folk at home, 
and often orders have to be placed 
weeks ahead. The prices charged leave 
a good margin of profit. 

lenty of other means of livelihood 

are open to any who care to take 
advantage of them. Road repairing 
absorbs the energies of every avall- 
able man or boy, and for the women 
there is good money in washing or 
mending clothes. The British soldier 
is inclined to be particular about his 
wearing apparel, and the neatness of 
the Frenchwomen’s mending is a never- 
ending source of delight to him. 

Then billetting brings in ‘some good 
returns. Thousands of soldiers are bil- 
leted in houses and barns belonging 
to the local population, and though the 
presence of soldiers in their houses 
causes some inconvenience, the people 
are far from showing any resentment. 
In addition to the rent paid. them, 
other emoluments accrue from the sale 
dainties and the performing of lit- 
tle services for the guests. The mayor 
of each community superintends the 
billeting and secures fair compensa- 
tion for any damage done to property 
in the occupation of troops. That the

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EQUAL SUFFRAGE URGED. 


Georgia Men’s League Holds 
Meeting on Memorial Day. 


Attributing to the confederate soldiers 
under General Price, the first state- 
wide suffrage victory in America, _the 
Georgia Men's League for Woman Suf- 
frage paid a triotic tribute to the 
loyalty and chivalry of the confederate 
soldiers in exercises held in Hotel Ans- 
ley on Memorial day. 

“Without hesitation, not reluctantly 
but eagerly, the soldiers of the south 
entered the war for the great principle 
of local self-government, state option 
on matters of local concern, rather than 
federal dictation, and this is the basis 
on which the suffrage campaign is 
launched in Georgia,” said Leonard J. 
Grossman, attorney for the association 
and speaker of the afternoon. 

“While there are many suffragists, 
led by republicans and socialists who 
are urging national action on the suf- 
frage question, I do not, want Georgia 
to be forced under duress to take any 
step, however beneficial, especially 
when the entire suffrage propaganda 
rests on the idea that the enfranchise- 
ment of women is the next step in the 
increasing purpose of democracy. I do 
not believe federal coercion will be nec- 
essary. 

“We pride ourselves on being a pro- 
gressive state. Why not lead the solid 
south out of darkness into light, dedi- 
cating our activity for woman suffrage 
through state action to the memory of 
the old soldiers of the southland. 

‘In the name of forty thousand Geor- 
gians pledged to the cause of woman 
suffrage, I call upon the state and lo- 
cal democratic executive committee au- 
thorized by law to state the qualifica- 
tions of voters to let the white women 
of Georgia participate now before the 
war is on us, in these white primaries.

Formally Accepts Office and 
Will Leave Within Few 
Days.

commission to the new democratic gov- ' 


ernment of Russia will be headed by 
Elihu Root, secretary of war under Mc- 
Kinley, secretary of state under Roose- 
velt, and for six years a senator from 


New York. Mr. Root called on Presi- : 


dent Wilson today to accept the task 


and hear of the president’s plans for, 


offering unstinted aid to the provision- 
al authorities at Petrograd in their 
task of carrying on the war with Ger- 
many, setting up a permanent govern- 
ment and rehabilitating their country. 

Only acceptances by other men se- 
lected for places on the commission are 
awaited before formal announcement of 
their names and details of their mis- 
sion are made — The president is 
anxious that they leave for Petrograd 
as promptly as possible, since the trip 
will require several weeks. 

The route to be follo'wed will be kept 
secret for safety’s sake, but little dif- 
ficulty is expected in insuring an unin- 
terrupted journey. Word of the commis- 
sion’s coming already has been con- 
veyed to the Russian government,, and 
it has been indicated in response that 
it will be warmly welcomed. 

The commission will go to Russia in 
the spirit of helpfulness, and will not 
offer unasked advice. Through Am- 
basgador Francis and Charles R. Crane, 
of Chicago, personal friend of Presi- 
dent Wilson, now in Petrograd, the 
American government has been inform- 
ed that the chief needs of Russia are 
money, railroad quipment, munitions 
and the service of expert engineers. 
Mr. Root will tell the government there 
that the United States stands ready to 
furnish all of these things. 

Mr. Crane undoubtedly will be made 
a member of the commission, and in ad- 
dition there will be railroad, commer- 
cial and -finanical experts. Professor 
H. R. Harper, of the University of Chi- 
cago, an authority on Russian affairs, 
may be a member. 

After Mr. Root’s conference with the 
president he went over with Secretary 
Lansing recent dispatches from Ambas- 
gador Francis and Mr. Crane. He and 
the president were said to be in entire 
accord on the steps to be taken. 

The dispatch of commissions to other 
countries is under consideration. Colo- 
nel E. M.' House, friend and adviser of 
the president, who was a visitor at the 
white house today, has ‘been mentioned 
as the possible head of such a mission. 
He would not discuss the subject.

Need Billion by July. 

Should the government decide to fi- 
nance the allies to the extent of $500,- 
000,000 a month, approximately $1,000,-

» geen prior to June 30, when the 

rst proceeds of the bond issue will 
be available. 

Secretary McAdoo is favorably inclin- 
ed to the liberal use of the certificates 
of indebtedness as a means for eas- 
ing the strain 7 the country’s fi- 
nances in connection with the bond is- 


sue. 

Withdrawing money from the mar- 
kets at the rate of $250,000,000 every 
two or three weeks by the issue of 
blocks of certificates, offictals believe, 
would he preferable to a sudden call for 
proceeds of a $2,000,000,000 bond issue. 
Thus should $1.000,000,000 in  cer-

Expenditures of France. 


France, it was represented, is spend- 
ing from $200,000,000 to $320,000,000 
abroad at the present time, one-half or 
more of which is being paid out in the 
United States for foodstuffs, munitions 
and other supplies. Approximately 
one-quarter of the French foreign 
spendings go to Great Britain, her chief 
source of coal and other supplies. Vir- 
tually all of her foreign purchases are 
made on credit, against*bond issues. 

It is understood that representations 
were made to the United States govern- 
ment that a heavy burden would be 
lifted from French shoulders if a wa 
could be found to furnieh France wit 
from $200,000,000 to $220,000,000 month- 
ly, designed to cover her expenses not 
only in the United States, but a por- 
tion of those in other countries. 

Italy’s chief concern is with her food- 
stuffs and coal supplies. The situation 
there is said to demand relief as soon 
as it can be furnished, as the supply of 
coal—obtained from Great Britain nor- 
mally—has fallen to a point where it 
probably will have to be replenished 
from America. Credits would have to 
be established here for Italy, were this 
program followed, and ships provided 
to carry the coal. 

Russia’s immediate need for credits 
is to furnish her with foodstuffs and 
railway equipment, as well as other 
supplies, a study of conditions in detail 
being contemplated by the American 
commission, of which Elihu Root will 


be chairman, soon to visit that country.
